Johnson Is

WASHINGTON (AH) - Presi- 


dent Johnson has been quietly 
piling up Democratic delegate 
votes while the political spot- 
light focused on the Republican 
presidential nomination race. He 
already has more than half the 
number needed for his expected 
nomination. 


The President now has 671 


first-ballot votes stemming from 
primaries, state convention ac- 
tions or personally stated pref- 
erence an Associated Press sur- 
vey showed today. 


This is about 58 per cent of 


the l,158Vz votes required for the 
nomination at the Democratic 
convention in Atlanti c City in 
August. 


There has been little doubt 


that Johnson—although he has 
not yet announced his candidacy 
—will win the nomination on the 
first ballot, perhaps by acclama- 
tion. 


The only avowed candidate, 


Gov. George C. Wallace of Ala- 
bama, has 38 first-ballot votes- 
all from 
Alabama. He might 


draw scattered support 
from 


other Southern delegations which 
so far have listed themselves as 
uncommitted. 
These 
include 


South Carolina and Louisiana. 
The Mississippi delegation has 
not been chosen yet. 


Unlike the Republicans, who 


follow a one-man, one-vote pol- 
icy, the Democrats will have 
many more delegates than the 
2,316 votes authorized for their 
convention. Some delegates will 
have one-half of a vote and in 
a few cases they'll have one- 
third of a vote. 


Besides the 671 votes already 


committed to him, Johnson is 
expected to pick up 244 votes 
from four states in which stand- 
in candidates won presidential 
primaries. They are Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Maryland and Wisconsin.

Thousands of grieving Indians 
plunged info the Ganges River 
in a frenzied stampede today as 
the ashes of the late Prime Min- 
ister Nehru were strewn on In- 
dia's holy rivers. 


At least, oive woman drowned 


before police, wielding clubs 
from boots, forced swimmers 
and waders to Ihe shore. Pour 
persons were killed in a stam- 
pede Sunday as Nehru's ashes 
were brought from New Delhi. 


The 
mourning 
thousands, 


dressed in the while homespun 
cotton of India's poor, mobbed 
a floating platform and it sank 
under their weight. Scores tried 
to climb in boats filled with 
newsmen and government offi- 
cials, but police beat (hem back. 


About half a million persons 


crowded to the river banks or 
waded in. The temperature hit 
107 degrees and 
scores col- 


lapsed. Others were injured by 
police clubs. 
Nehru's family, willed by the 
heal and almost deafened by flu: 
uproar, went out inlo the river 
in an amphibious army vehicle 
to strew the ashes. 


"Babuji 
(father) 
is gone," 


sobbed Nehru's daughter, Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi, as she boarded 
the vchcile. 


Her sons, Rajiv and Sanjns, 


emptied the urn of Nehru's ash- 
es at a point where the Ganges 
and the Jumna rivers meet. 


Roosevelt signed the pay-as- 
you-go tax bill.

tinue that form of punishment 
at the training school had prov- 
en unsuccessful for some boys 


"But," he said, "We keep in 


mind that these arc kids and 
we apply similar methods with 
them as we would our own chil- 
dren.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


Barry Goldwater's drive for Re- 
publican presidential nominat- 
ing delegates is expected to 
near the 600 mark this week as 
146 delegates are chosen in 10 
styles. 


With 
the 
GOP 
convention 


opening five weeks from today, 
the Arizona senator has 535 first 
ballot votes according to an As- 
sociated Press survey of dele- 
gates already chosen. He needs 
just 120 more— 655— for a frist 
ballot victory. 


Indications are that Goldwa- 


ler will pick up enough voles 
this week to boost his front run- 
ning total near the 600 mark and 
set the stage for the last two 
state conventions next week in 
Montana and Texas. 


Goldwater will be favored to 


win most of those delegates, ap- 
parently giving him enough to 
win the nomination. 


But Sen. Thruston B. Morton, 


R-Ky., said Sunday he thought 
Goldwater would be from 80 to 
100 voles short of a first ballot 
nomination, and he envisioned 
"quite a contest" 


While attention is on the GOP 


presidential 
nomination 
race, 


candidates for two governor- 
ships, three Senate seats and 10 
House seats will be decided by 
voters or party convenlions in 
five stales. 


Goldwater's 
post-California 


primary drive got under way 
over the weekend at Stale con- 
ventions in Colorado, Alabama, 
Washington and Hawaii and at 
a pair of district conventions in 
Virginia. Combined with some 
minor vote shifts in Iowa and 
the Districl of Columbia, he net-

on the document. 


As tentatively drafted, the

rights, would advocate compul- 
sory Social Security and would 
urge that the United States re- 
tain its membership in the Unit- 
ed Nations. 


Goldwater, scheduled to visit 


the conference to hear former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow- 
er speak tonight, has aired some 
different views on these issues 
in the campaign that has car- 
ried him to the threshhold of the 
Republican presidential 
nomi- 


nation. 


He has opposed some provi- 


sions of the civil rights bill pend- 
ing in the Senate. He has pro- 
posed that Social Security be put 
on a voluntary basis and has 
said the United States ought to 
get out of the United Nations if 
it admits Red China.

Hal Boyle Examines the 
Thesis That Joe College 
Is Probably Spoiled Brat

NEW YORK (AP)—There is 


considerable criticisms of young 
college graduates today. It boils 
down to a belief that they come 
into the business world spoiled. 


The general theory is that Joe 


College has the idea that the 
mere possession of a sheepskin 
with his name on it is an auto- 
matic passport to a cushy job 
and a lifetime of guaranteed se- 
curity, if not downright ease. 


Perhaps college graduates to- 


day are a bit too brash as they 
leave the campus for the more 
competitive world of industry. 
Perhaps they do tend to gravi- 
tate toward the giant corpora- 
tions because they feel safer 
there in the shelter of bigness 
than fighting for dominancy in 
smaller and riskier firms. 


But it is easie rto give good 


advice than it is to give good 
example. 


What middle-eged man, look- 


ing back at his own experience, 
can knock a young college man 
with a specialized skill for sign- 
ing up with a big corporation- 
it that corporation 
is offerng 


him anywhere from up to 
$60(1 


or more a month, to start? 


The encouraging thing about 


young college graduates now is 
that they come out into a world 
which, by and large has a place 
for 
them and wants them. If 


they are good in their fields, 
they can usually not only find a 
job—they can have their pick of 
several jobs. 


This gives youth 
self-confi- 


dence, 
and there is nothing 


youth needs more. 


How much more hopeful and 


assured they must fee! than the 


Scranton, who announced he

In my own case, with two col- 
lege degrees, the best I could 
do was to pass out handbills for' 
my father that summer adver- 
tising bargains in his grocery 
store. 


It took me three years after 


graduation to get a job that paid 
?100 a month; it was 11 years 
before I worked up to $400 a 
month. The figure many college 
men start at now. 


Maybe Joe College, class of 


'64 is a bit brash and cocky, 
about his prowess and his proi 
peels. More power to him. 


Certainly he is more indepen- 


dent, less cowardly, and more 
demanding of a better 
world 


than his frightened counterpart 
of only a generation ago. As the 
hope of tomorrow, he is better 
hope than we ever were in our 
fear-ruled day.
